While  you  are  in  Yellowstone  the  National  Park  Service 
invites  you  to  take  advantage  of  the  many  free  services 
offered  to  help  you  learn  about  the  park.  Most  visitor 
centers  and  all  self-guiding  trails  are  open  during  the 
fall  season.  Ask  at  the  visitor  centers  about  ranger- 
conducted  campfire  programs  and  nature  walks. 


VISITOR  CENTERS 


Curious  about  wildlife,  thermal  features,  plants,  or  the 
hu  man  history  of  Yellowstone?  Stop  wherever  you  see 
the  sign  "Visitor  Center"  or  "Museum."  There  you 
will  find  exhibits,  slide  programs,  publications  about 
the  park,  and  rangers  to  answer  your  questions. 
Most  Visitor  Centers  are  open  from  8  a.m.  until  5  p.m. 
during  the  early  travel  season. 

Old  Faithful  — exhibits  and  9-minute  movie  on 
geysers.  Open  May  I. 

Grant  Village  — wilderness  exhibits;  12-minute  slide 
program;  wilderness  listening  chairs. 
Open  May  27. 

Fishing  Bridge  — lake  ecology,  wildlife  and  geology 
exhibits.  Open  May  27. 

Canyon  — geology,  plant  and  animal  exhibits; 

10-minute  slide  program.  Open  May 
20. 

Norris  — thermal  geology  exhibits.  Open  May 

9. 

Mammoth        — Indian,  history,  and  wildlife  exhibits; 

12-minute  slide  program.  Open  all 
year. 

Madison  — exhibits  on  early  exploration  of  Yel- 

lowstone. Nightly  programs  at  9:30. 
Open  May  26. 

SELF-GUIDING  TRAILS 

Short,  easy-grade-loop  trails  are  located  at  Old  Faith- 
ful, Norris  Geyser  Basin,  Fountain  Paint  Pots,  Mud 
Volcano,  Mammoth  Terraces,  and  Canyon.  Guide 
booklets  or  trailside  exhibits  are  available. 


As  you  drive  through  the  park  tune  your  car  radio  to 
1606  wherever  you  see  the  radio  information  sign  for 
park  information.  Broadcast  range  is  restricted  to  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  each  sign.
